Shampoo your hair, rinse it 
thoroughly, and while it is drying 
prepare your bleaching mixture. 
You. will also need some tooth- 
picks, absorbent cotton and an old, 
but| clean, toothbrush. Retouch 
your hair as soon as there is a 
telltale line along the part—about 
every, two weeks, If the tooth- 
brush is too large for retouching 
the line, use a toothpick or an or- 
ange stick wrapped in cotton, 


Dip the end of the stick in the 
bleaching solution or white henna 
paste, then run it lightly along 
the fart. Do not have too much 
liquid or paste on the brush. It ts 
better to go over the part again, 
rather than get some of the prep- 
aration on the hair that is al- 
ready bleached. Let the bleach 
remain on the hair exactly the 
same length of time that was orig- 
inally allowed, then remove by 
rinsing. This method may be used 
for a month or more, but after 
this the entire head wil] need to 
be. retouched. 


For this vou wil! need a pack- 
age of haii"ins, the bleaching so- 
lution and the toothbrush. Wrap 
the bristles of the brush with a 
thin layer of cotton. Part the hair 
lift one small strand and use the 
toothirush to pat some of .the 
bleaching preparation onto the 
hew growth.
